U-boats 
Sunk Off 
Gibraltar 


A joint British Admiralty and Air 
Ministry report last night stated :— 
“Three of a number of U-boats 
which attempted to make ‘individual 
passages from. the Atlantic through 
the Straits’ of Gibraltar to the 
Mediterranean, during a moonless 
period recently, were intercepted 
and. destroyed in combined opera- 
tions by His Majesty’s ships and 
aircraft of Coastal Command based 
on Gibraltar, In the course of these 
engagements, which extended inter- 
mittently over eleven days and 
nights, several other U-boats were 
damaged. 'w : 
‘Three large Allied convoys passed - 
through the Straits without inter- © 
ference during two nights while the 
operations were in progress.

Reporting that the tide of battle 
had turned. in the Allies’ favour, 
Daniel Deluce, an A.P. War Corres- 
pondent, “stated that scores ot 
American tanks’ and a heavy force 
of infantry struck savagely at. the 
eastern flank of the German salient 
at 6.50 in the morning after the 
greatest barrage ever laid down by 
the beachhead artillery.

INETEEN Japanese ships were” 
N sunk and 201 Japanese air- 
craft destroyed at Truk,” 
according to a communiqué from:

Washington last night. | 

The communiqué says that seven. 
other Japanese ships were probably, 
sunk, and more than 50 aircraite 
damaged. Only seventeen United

Early the 
next morning destroyers of the 
United States South Pacific Fleet’ 
shelled Simpson Harbour and silenced 
shore batteries. “. 
The Japanese News Agency said 
that’ 12100 “Allied aircraft” raided 
Rabaul in the five days ending Fri- 
day, and claimed that 224 were shot 
down or damaged. 

In the Marshall Islands, American 
troops have captured the air base at 
'Engebi—750 miles from Truk—and 
several other islands in the Northern 
Eniwetok atoll. A Reuter message 
says that the capture of Eniwetok 
atoll will isolate the few remaining 
centres of resistance in this zone, for, 
10,000 Japanese have been trapped 
there.— (Reuter. )
